overt acts and deeds therein set forth and specified.” 

2. As a return thereto the record of conviction and sentence to Ten years’ penal servi- 
tude of one Daniel Sullivan, upon an Indictment against “ Daniel Sullivan, Florence 
Sullivan, John Daniel Sullivan, John Connor, and Patrick Hennessy,” that they, “ together 
with divers other evil-disposed persons, &c.” did compass, imagine, invent, devise, and 
intend to deprive and depose our said Lady the Queen, &c.” 

This abstract is given as reference, and not as a compliance with the two first require- 
ments of the House of Commons’ order ; the duty in that behalf falling to the Clerk of 
the Crown in the County of Kerry, in whose custody remain the original, and possibly 
other, indictments against the said Daniel Sullivan, and for the further reason that in this 
Coimt no proceeding whatever was taken incident to, or consequent upon, the said writ of 
error and return, nor antecedent thereto.

Launcelot Dawson, Acting Inspector and Detective Officer, Dublin Police (3 G.) 

Information made, 2nd October 1865, before J. C. Stronge, Esq. 

Saitb : On the 8th of August 1864 I was ordered to watch the movements of the 
persons connected with the “ Irish People ” newspaper office. No. 12, Parliament-street, in 
this city. I found the following persons connected with said paper : —Thomas Clarke 
Luby, Jeremiah O’Donovan (Rossa), James O’Connor, Cornelius O’Mahony, John 
Haltigau, John Quigley, Mortimer Moynahan ; all of whom are now in custody. 

The first circumstance that attracted my attention was seeing the man now present in 
custody, called William Francis Roantree, on the 21st September, in the year aforesaid, 
about midday, leave the aforesaid office, and meet a man called Pagan O’Leary, who at that 
time lodged in Mason’s, at the corner of Essex Bridge. The meeting took place on Essex 
Quay, i had been watching the said O’Leary, since convicted under the name of John 
Murphy, and sentenced to penal servitude for seducing soldiers from their allegiance, or 
endeavouring to do so. After conversing for some time, they separated. 

On the 14th of October 1864 I saw a young man named Daniel Downing, not now in 
custody, leave the said newspaper office between two and three o’clock in the afternoon, 
and go to Essex Bridge, where he spoke to two men who had previously left the office. 
When Downing saw me, he said to the two men, “ Go away, you are ‘ decked,’” meaning 
they were watched. The men then went away, and said Daniel Downing returned into 
the newspaper office. 

At seven o’clock, p.m., on tlie 14th November 1864, I saw several men go into the 
house, No. 4, Halston-strect, hy twos and threes. They continued to do so until half-past 
nine, p.m., same night. Amongst those who so entered the house, were the men now in 
custody, called John Haltigan and Cornelius O’Mahony, and a third man whose name I don’t 
know, but whose appearance was familiar to me. These three persons went in together, 
about half-past eight o’clock, and remained until half-past ten o’clock, when the aforesaid 
three persons left the house together. The manner in which these persons were admitted 
into the said house was us follows : there is a window over the door ; two men sat at this 
window, and when the men arriving were recognised by them, a knock was given by either 
of the men at the window, and the persons were admitted. There was also a man walking 
up and down outside the door, and a man inside the door in the hall, who held a lighted 
candle in his hand. On this occasion 48 men left the house, amongst whom I recognised the 
said Haltigan, Cornelius O’Mahony, and another man whose name I don’t know. 

On the 15th of November 1864, I saw 42 men go into said house in Halston-street. 
I saw the man now present in custody, called Martin Hanley Carey, during the time the 
men were inside, walk up and down the door outside. They remained until twenty 
mimrtes after eleven o’clock. They went in from eight to nine o’clock the same night. 

On the 16th of the same month I saw 42 men enter into the same house, from seven to 
half-past nine, p.m., and they remained until about half-past ten o’clock. Amongst these 
men I recognised said Haltigan, said Cornelius O’Mahony, and the man I have before men- 
tioned who is not custody. 

On the 17th of the same month I saw 32 men enter into said house from about seven 
o’clock, and they remained until about half-past ten o’clock. Amongst these men I iden- 
tified the aforesaid Martin Hanley Carey. He got a light for his pipe from the man in 
charge of the door inside. Carey was watching outside. As he lit his pipe, the door was 
half opened, and I heard the clap of several hands, such as is made by a number of men 
who had got the order to “ Stand at ease,” arid I saw a number of men standing two 
deep ” on the floor. 

On the 18th of same month I saw 42 men go into said house, at about seven o’clock. 
They remained until about half-past ten o’cl.'sck, when they all went away with the excep- 
tion of seven of them, who commenced to shout and make a noise. 

On the 19th of same month I saw eight men enter said house, from seven to nine o’clock 
at night, and remain until half-pa^t ten o’clock. 

On the 20th November aforesaid, I saw 28 men enter said house, from six to half-past 
nine o’clock at night. They remained until about half-past ten o’clock. Eight of them 
left about seven o’clock. 

On the 21st November aforesaid, 12 men called from about six o’clock, p.m., until about 
seven o’clock t]i.e same evening. They knocked repeatedly, but got no admittance. 

On the 23d November aforesaid, I saw 80 men go into a store or coach-house in 
Island-street, at the^rear of No. 21, Usher’s Island, amongst whom I recognised the afore- 
said Haltigan. They entered from about half-past seven o’clock until a quarter to nine 
o’clock, and remained until a quarter to ten o’clock. There was a man with a lighted 
candle inside, and another.mau walking.up and down outside as a sentinel. 

On tlie 24th same month I saw 69 men enter said store or stable. They entered from 
seven to about nine o’clock, and remained until ten o’clock. 

On 
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On the 2oth of same mouth I saw 56 men leave said store, from about half-past nine 
o’clock until about half-past ten o’clock. 

On the 26th of same month I saw 59 men leave the said store. They left about ten 
o’clock, all together. They marched two and two down the street. 

On the 28th same month I saw 74 men leave said store about eleven o’clock. They 
all left together. 

On the 29th same month I saw 78 men go into said store, from about halt-past seven 
o’clock, p.m., until about nine o’clock, p.m. ; they remained until about eleven o’clock. 
Detective Officer Smollon was with me on this occasion, and one of the aforesaid men 
came into an open hall where Smollen and 1 were standing, and jeeringiy inquired “ If 
we knew where the Stonecutters’ Band was kept.” Smollen told he did not know. 

On the SOtli same montli Smollen accompanied me. We saw 54 men go into said store. 
They entered about half-past seven to nine o’clock, p.m., and remained until about eleven 
o’clock. 

On Thursday the Ist of December, in the year aforesaid, Smollen was also with me. 
We saw 74 men go into said store ; they entered from about half-past seven to half-past 
eio-ht o’clock, and remained until about a quarter after ten o’clock at night. After they 
had all gone some time, we gained access to the said store by means of a key which 
unlocked the front door, and we found a number of oil-lamps attached to the walls all 
round, and the floor all covered with tan. On the second flight we found the same sort 
of lamps round the wall, and a number of basket-hilted sticks for learning broadsword 
exei-cises ; there were also a pair of dumb-bells and boxing-gloves. There were not airy 
chairs, forms, or desks to indicate that it was a place of meeting for a trade society, and 
the windows were all boarded, so as to prevent any person from ivithout seeing within. 

On the 2d of December aforesaid, Smollen and I saw 68 men enter into said store 
from about half-past eight until about half-past nine o’clock. They remained until about 
half-past ten o’clock. 

On the 3d same month we saw 78 men enter into said store ; they entered and 
remained about times already stated. 

On the 4th same month we saw 33 men enter said store. 

On the 5th same month we saw 30 men enter said store, amongst whom 1 recognised 
the aforesaid John Haltigau. 

On the 6th of the same month we saw 63 men enter into said store. 

On the 7th December aforesaid, we saw 63 men enter said store. We heard the noise 
of persons as if being drilled on one of the lofts. 

On the 9th December aforesaid we saw 33 men enter said store. 

On the 10th same month we saw 56 men enter said store. 

On the 11th same month we saw 46 men enter said store. 

On the 12th same month I saw from 60 to 70 men enter said store. 1 was alone on 
this occasion, standing in an open hall on the same side of the way as the store, when 
the aforesaid John Haltigau came into the hall from the store, and asked me how I was. 
I did not reply, but went away. He was under the influence of drink, and w^ about to 
follow me, when two young men from the store laid hold of him and desired him to come 
home, which he did. 

On the 13th same month Smollen and I saw 71 men go into said store, amongst whom 

I saw the said John Haltigan, and a man_ named John Baines, who then belonged to the 

Fire Brigade, but was then dressed in plain clothes. 

On the 14th same month we saw 58 men go into said store, amongst whom I saw said 
Haltigan. . , 

On the 15th same month we saw 48 men enter said store, amongst whom was a man 
named Brady, who resided at 16, Malpas-street. 

On the 16th same month we saw 43 men enter said store. 

On the 17th same month we saw 38 men enter said store. 

On the 19th said month we saw several men go to said store and knock, but they did 

not get admittance. ^ , • om 

On the 11th June 1865, I saw the prisoner _Wrmn m Bergm 8 public-house in Ihoraas- 

street, amongst a number of soldiers and militia men. _ , -.i 

On the 16th June, in the year aforesaid, I saw said Wrmu m the same public-house, with 
a private soldier of the 5th Dragoons, named Montague, whom I believe has since deserted. 

On the 26th June, in the year aforesaid, I saw said John Barnes in company witli 

several soldiers of the line, in Bergin’s public-house. 

On the 30th June aforesaid, 1 saw said Wrmn m company with soldiers of the line, and 
men belonging to the County Dublin Militia. . , _ , -r, • • i 

On the 1st July, in the year aforesaid, I saw said John Baines in company with several 

soldiers, in Bergin’s, in Thomas-street. , . . , 1 1 - i 

Oil tie 19th JTuly aforesaid I saw Shaim Cloliissy m the same publio-house. m company 
with a young man named Farrell, of Fishamble-street, whom I suhseqnently saw coming 
out of a drill-room in Lower-Exchange-street. /. i i • i 

On Saturday the 22d July aforesaid, in consequence of a telepaph message received 
at Vhe Deteotire Office here, I attended the railway station King’s Bridge, anj in the mail 
train from Cork, which arrived at forty minutes past five o clock p. m., I saw ‘he pnsonei 
O’Douovan (Eossa) arrive by said tram, in company w'th 'iis wife; they got into ‘30. 
and drove by Barrack-street, Blackhall-plaoe, Blackhall-street, (^ueen-siteot, Koith King- 
street, Bow-rtreet, Bedford-stroet, Church-street, and into North King-street again, ^and 
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from tience to the “European” Hotel in Bolton-street. I left them there. They did not 
stop in any of the streets I have named. I followed them in a cab. I then proceeded to 
the Detective Office, and while proceeding up Parliament-street, I saw said O’Donovan 
Rossa enter into the “ Irish People ” newspaper office in said street, in which I subse- 
quently saw him on several occasions. 

On the said 22d of July I saw 30 men enter the store belonging to and rere of Mr. 
Dwyer’s public-house, Essex Bridge. During the time the 30 men were inside, I heard 
them exercising with sticks. 

On tne 24th July aforesaid I saw 39 men enter said store, amongst whom I recognised 
Clohissy, who locked the door when leaving, about a quarter after eleven o’clock, p.m., 
and took the key with him. 

On the 26th of July aforesaid I saw 35 men enter into said store. A man was in 
charge of the door inside. 

On the 27th of July aforesaid I saw 25 men go into said store. One of the men came 
out, and said to the man in charge of the door, “ I wonder where the devil Dawson is 
to-night.” I was then standing out of view in an open hall opposite, and heard the 
remark. 

On the 28th July aforesaid I saw 20 men enter said store, amongst whom I recognised 
said Clohissy. 

On the 29th July aforesaid I saw 25 men go into said store. I heard them on this 
night exercising with the sticks. I saw Clohissy amongst them, who went away before 
the meeting broke up. 

On the 31st July aforesaid I saw 36 men enter said store. Said Clohissy was amongst 
them. They remained till 20 minutes past eleven, p.m., and Clohissy locked the door, 
took the key with him, and went away with four of the men. 

On the same day, I saw the prisoner, Cornelius O’Mahony, and William Francis Roan- 
tree, leave the “ European” Hotel together. They walked in company to Upper Dominick- 
street, where they met two other men. Roantree left them and O’Maliony, and the 
other two left them, and entered the office of the “ Irish People” newspaper. Parliaments 
street. 

On the 1st of August last I saw 25 men enter said store, where they remained until 
eleven o’clock. During the time they were inside I heard them exercising with sticks. 

On the 2d same montJi I saw said Clohissy and 25 other men enter said store. When 
leaving, about eleven o’clock, Clohissy locked the door, and took the key with him; but 
in a few moments after he returned with five men, opened the store, and went in. They 
remained a short time, and Clohissy and the five men came out again. Said Clohissy 
locked the door, and took the key with him. 

On the 3d of August aforesaid I saw 19 men go into said store, one of whom muffed the 
the only window of six panes which was not then boarded up. 

On the 4th of August aforesaid I saw 35 men enter the said store. During the time 
th^ were there I heard them exercising with sticks. 

On the 5th of August last I saw 36 men enter said store, amongst whom was said 
Clohissy. They remained until half-past eleven o’clock, when they left, Clohissy locking 
the door, and taking the key away with him. I heard them while inside exercising. 

On the 7th August aforesaid I saw Clohissy and 32 other men enter said store. They 
remained from nine to eleven o’clock at night, when said Clohissy looked the door, and 
took the key with him. 

On the afternoon of the same day, I met O’Donovan Rossa and Luby walking together 
on Essex Bridge. 

On the 8th August aforesaid I saw 28 men enter said store. I heard them exercising 
with the sticks. 

On the 9th August aforesaid I saw 26 men, including Clohissy, enter said house. He 
locked the door as usual, and took the key with liirn. 

On the evening of the 10th August aforesaid I saw 25 men enter said store. 

On the 12th August aforesaid I saw 18 men enter said store. They remained until a 
quai-ter past eleven o’clock, and Clohissy locked the door, and took the key with him. 

On the 14th August aforesaid I saw 26 men, including said Clohissy, enter said house. 
He locked the door, and took the key when leaving. 

On the 26th August aforesaid I saw 25 men enter said house. Heard them exercising 
with sticks. 

On the 29th August aforesaid I saw three men enter said store. They remained from 
half-past eight o’clock, p.m., till eleven o’clock, p.m. 

On the 30th August I saw said Clohissy and 20 other men enter said house. I 
heard them exercising. They remained from half-past eight till about half-past ten 
o’clock. 

On the 1st of September last I saw six men enter said store, and remain from half-past 
eight o’clock, p.m., to eleven o’clock, p.m. 

On the 7 th of September last I was in company with Detective Officer Hughes. We 
went to the house No. 16, Palmei'Ston-place, and about between two and three o’clock 
in the morning we saw the prisoner William Clarke Luby leave the residence of the 
prisoner John O’Leary. During the time said Luby was in the front parlour, the 
lodgings of said John O’Leary, we heard three voices. The upper part of the window 
was down. The persons inside were debating upon the condition of Ireland, and the 
most convenient place to land on the Irish coast ; and I heard Galway mentioned, and one

of tlie voices saicl, “ If I had 5,000 1. I would be able to laiid 8,000 ti-oops in Ii-eland.’

On Friday, the loth September last, Detective Officer Magee and I jjroceeded to the 
residence of said John O’Leary, at Palmerston-place, already mentioned. Mr. O’Leary 
was from home. Magee and I sat in the liall until about twenty minutes past tAvelve 
o’clock at night. When he came in I told him we Averc tAvo police officers, and that there 
was a Avarrant for his arrest. He asked me to read it ; Avhat Avas it for ? I told him it 
was for a treasonable conspiracy Avith several others, and I mentioned the names Luby 
and O’Donovan Rossa. He replied, “ A lawyer Avill be the best judge of tliat.” I 
searched him in the hall, and found in his trousers pocket the tAVO American bills, dated, 
respectively, “ 17th August 1865,” draAvn in his favour on Messrs. Rothschild for 500 ?., 
the^ other, dated May 9th 1865, in favour of said John O’Leary, on the same bank, for 



coat pocket I found the cheque-book noAV produced. I also found in Mr. O’Leai-y’s 
lodoino's the ten documents now produced, marked Avith my initials. I also found the 
letters'now produced on his person in his pocket. Both letters Averc in the envelope, 
directed to John Haltigau, Esq., 12 Parliament-street, Dublin. I also found in his 
sittinc-room the photographic album, on the table in his sitting-room, containing several 
likenesses.

Upon this indictment, said Jeremiah Donovan and others were arraigned and pleaded 
Not Guilty; whereupon Her Majesty’s Attorney General applied that the trial of said 
Jeremiah Donovan and others should be postponed, until the next assizes wherepon i 
was ordered by the court, that said trial should be postponed until next assizes, and that 
said Jeremiah Donovan should remain in custody. And afterwards at the summer assizes, 
held for said County of Cork, on Monday the 25th day of J uly, in the year of om Lord 1859, 
said Jeremiah Donovan and others in said indictment named stood forward to take trial, 
when said Jeremiah Donovan applied to withdraw his plea of Not Guilty, and ^ plead 
Guilty to said indictment. Wherupon it was ordered by the court that said plea of Guiltj^ 
should be recorded, and that said Jeremiah Donovan should enter mM his own reoo^i- 
sance in the sum of of 2001. to Her Majesty, that he would come up for judgment when 
called on, on getting 10 days’ notice of same to be served on his attoriwy, J.MoCarthy 
Downing, which recognisance was duly entered into by said Jeremiah Donovan, 
was discharged from the custody of the governor of the gaol of the said County of Cork.

1st Count : — Indicted that he after the passing of an Act entitled an “ An Act for the 
Better Security of the Crown and Government of the United Kingdom,” on the 1st day 
of January 1863, and on other days, feloniously did compass and intend to deprive and 
depose the Queen from the style, honour, and Royal name of the Imperial Crown of the 
United Kingdom, and said felonious compassing did feloniously express and declare by 
divers overt acts, as set out in first count of the indictment. 

2d Count : — That he did feloniously compass and intend to levy war against the Queen 
in Ireland, in order to compel Her, by force, to change Her measures and counsels, and 
did feloniously express and declare same by divers overt acts as set out in first count of 
indictment. 

3d Count : — That he did feloniously compass and intend to move certain foreigners 
with force to invade Ireland, and did express and declare same by divers overt acts, as 
set out in first count of indictment.

Abstract of Evidence. 

The Queen v. James Mountaine. 

Tried at Cork, Special Commission; Thursday, 28 December 1865. 

Pierce Nagle : — Proved the existence of the treasonable conspiracy called the 
“ E enian Brotherhood he gave general evidence ; but, so far as relates to the prisoner, 
his evidence was to the following effect: When witness went to America in 1863, he saw 
John O’Mahony in New York, and attended Fenian meetings, at one of which Charles U. 
O’Connell was present, and took the second chair at the meeting held on the Sunday 
pre'vious to the Chicago convention. Afterwards witness went to Philadelphia, and on his 
return to New York he met the prisoner at the office of John O’Mahony, and several times 
in company with Charles U. O’Connell. In the end of December 1863, returned to 
Ireland, and left the prisoner in New York, 

On cross-examination witness stated he first saw prisoner in New York between 11th 
or 12th December and the 22d Decembei', during which time he met him four or five 
times. He got a message from prisoner to his wife to have money sent to America 
to bring him home. The first time witness mentioned that he met the prisoner in New

York was before tlie trials in Dublin. He had made informations, but stated nothing in 
them about prisoner ; but -when asked if he knew anytliing about Mountaine, witness 
replied, “ If he was the man witness knew, he knew Irira iu New York.” Afterwards saw 
the prisoner in the dock, and recognised him. Witness and C. TJ. O’Connell walked 
too-ether into O’Mahony’s office, and met Mountaine there. 

The documentary evidence given on the other trials was produced and proved. 



John Warner : — Was a Fenian ; .stated the oath ; house of J. J. Geary, in North 
Main-street, was the principal place of meeting of the Brotherhood in Cork. Witness 
drilled the Fenians by directions of J. J. Geary ; drilled near Captain Warren’s, who on 
one occasion came up to them. 

On cross-examination, witness stated that he was frequently, over 100 times, at J. J. 
Geary's house. 

Captain Warren : — Proved the drilling, and saw Warner there. 

Pat Mahony : — A police constable ; knows Mountaine, saw him leave Queenstown for 
America, November 1863 ; last saw him on the 1st June last, on board the tender of the 
“ City of America,” outward-bound steamer, in company witli a man named O’Riordan. 
Saw O’Riordan going on board the steamer. Prisoner remained in tlie tender. Heard 
O’Riordan say, " I will soon be back,” when Mountaine replied, he wished “ the hour was 
come, and that he would meet him at Bantry, or nearer home.” 



Thomas Meagher: —Is a constable stationed at Cork ; knows the house of Mrs. Thomp- 
son, Myrtle Hill-terrace; knew James Stephens; saw him there in the beginning of 
April last ; on the 4th of that month saw prisoner and two men, believed to be Americans, 
0-0 to Myrtle HiU-terrace and meet James Stephens, with whom they talked for over five 
minutes.’ During five or six days, while Stephens was stopping there, saw numbers of 
men going in and out in twos and threes. The last day was the only one witness saw 
prisoner there. 

On cross-examination, witness stated, that he was watching Mrs. Thompson’s house very 
closely while Stephens was there ; was examined before ; did not recollect if he said any- 
thing about Mountaine ; but, if asked, he certainly did. 



Timothy Hegarty: — Was sworn a Fenian; states substance of oath; made pikes; 
used to attend meetings of the Fenian Brotherhood at Geary’s house. When the “ Niagara” 
came into Queenstown, a party of the Fenians, about 200, went to visit the sailors on 
boai'd. It was in July: J\ J. Geary had the conduct of the party; the prisoner was 
amongst the number ; tiiere was a steamer specially for the party. On cross-examination, 
witness said that he was a member of a band which played on that occasion on board the 
steamer-. Witness believed that all on board were Fenians, and that no other person 
would be permitted, as witness tried to get a ticket for a friend, and was refused. 



Thomas Hamilton : — Is a sub-inspector of police ; arrested the prisoner on 5th October. 
The constables searched the house, and found a book (the Cliicago pampljlet), “ The 
Pi-isoner of Chillon,” with the name “ James Mountaine, Esq., Fenian Brotherhood ” ; 
on it, a letter, signed “ A. Nichols,” taken from the pocket of a coat which prisoner said 



was his. 

On cross-examination, witness stated that those books were ioimd apart in the room, in 
which was a large collection of other books. Witness kept and caused to be kept a closa 
watch on Geary’s house for 12 months previously. In consequence of information received 
witness searched Hegarty’s forge, and found the pikes produced, iu the exact place 



indicated. 



Richard Hawkins : — Knows Geary’s house, it is on witness’s beat ; knows prisoner ; 
saw him go into Geary’s ; also saw Lynch and Dillon going there often within the last 
10 months. 

On cross-examination, witness could not say whether he saw prisoner go to Geary’s house 
in July or August, but he certainly saw him in September, witiiin a month before the 
arrests were made ; did not take a note of prisoner going there. Geary’s was a public- 
house, and a great many persons were going iu there, morn, noon, and night. 

James Carson, Constabulary: — Remembers when the “ Niagara” came to Queens- 
town ; saw a tug steamer going to the ship ; watched her ; no one was allowed on board 
without a ticket; Geary was the person who took the tickets. 

N. Webbware : — Is an officer of the Union Bank, and it is part of his duty to examine 
signatures ; saw the prisoner write his name in bank book {produced), to enable bank 
to know whether cheques were genuine; looks at the book ( 2 ?rorf?ice 6 ?), and believed tlie 
name “ James Mountaine” is in the prisoner’s handwriting. 

On cross-examination, witness admitted that, on first sight, lie had doubts about the 
signature, hut, from subsequent inspection and comparison, he has now no doubt of the 
signature. 

The Attorney General having read the several documents given in evidence, closed the 
case for the Crown. 
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The following Evidence given on behalf of the Prisoner. 

Thomas McDonnell : — Is accountant in the Munster Bank, of which the prisoner 
was a customer since the bank opened, about 12 months ago, and so continued until his 
arrest. Witness is acquainted with banking for 20 years, and it is part of his duty to 
examine signatures ; is acquainted with the handwriting of prisoner, from having seen his 
cheques, and paid them, on comparing them with the book in which was prisoner’s signa- 
ture, which witness produced, cut out of the book. The book was afterwards produced. 

The signature in the book (" Prisoner of Chillon ”) is not in the prisoner’s handwriting • 
has no doubt of it : the words “ Fenian Brotherhood” are not in prisoner’s handwriting; he 
could not write like it. 

Thomas Spaerow Crane : — Is editor of the " Cork Constitution,” and was so in 
1863; caused a search to be made in tire office for the Chicago pamphlet, by James Atkins- 
it was not found ; witness has seen large portions of what purported to be the pamphlet of 
the Chicago Convention, which he believes he has seen, but has no recollection of it. 

William Horan: — Is a compositor in the " Cork Constitution” office; remembers 
seeing a pamphlet like the one produced about 18 months ago ; it was sent up with extracts 
to be taken from it to witness as a compositor, to set up the extracts, which he did ; 
searched for the pamphlet, but could not find it; but his recollection is distinct that he 
saw and had the pamphlet. 

David A. Nagle — Has seen a copy of the Chicago pamphlet : it was received at 
the_ “ Herald '’office, it was directed to the “editor”; witness produced the pamphlet, 
which was received shortly after the meeting of the convention, and remained in his house 
since. 

Jeremiah Buckley: — Is a printer in the “ Constitution” office; recollects seeing a 
pamphlet like the one produced, in the “ Cork Constitution” office, from which extr^ts 
were taken. _ In the ordinary course of business the pamphlet would be sent up by 
Mr. Crane ; is acquainted with prisoner aU his life; knows his handwriting; to the best 
of his belief the signature in the book (“ Prisoner of Chillon ”) is not in his handwriting ; 
knows that a son of prisoner went to America about five years ago ; remembers when 
prisoner went to America ; was present at conversations between prisoner and his wife 
relative to that son at least 100 times. On every occasion she was anxious prisoner should 
go and look for her son; always expressed herself annoyed at her son’s absence. The war 
was going on in America at the time, and she was annoyed at that ; she advertised for 
her eon in the American papers, and witness saw a copy of an advertisement in a paper 
sent her ; she told her husband that he would save money if he went over and brought 
her son back ; she was annoying him so often that witness forced him to go. He had no 
anxiety to go, although she was repeatedly speaking to him about it ; and witness, in a 
walk he had vatli prisoner, induced him to go ; that was about a fortnight before he went. 
Prisoner told witness that his object in going was to bring back his son, who was studying 
the medical profession. Proves a letter in the son’s handwriting, dated on board United 
States schooner, off Charleston, 11th March 1863. This letter was offered in evidence, 
but finally rejected. 

_ On cross-examination as to prisoner’s handwriting, witness stated he did not believe a 
signature produced to be the handwriting of prisoner, which had been previously proved 
to be genuine.

A CHARGE having been made against James Stephens before the undersigned Justice, 
at a police court. Lower Castle-yard, Dublin, in said district, that he, the said James 
Stephens, for the last three years and upwards, up to November 1865, in Ireland, 
America, and elsewhere, conspired and combined with the members of a certain seci'ct 
society called the “Fenian Brotherhood,” of which he is a member, to levy war against 
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the Queen in Ireland, subvert Her Royal authority therein, and establish an Irish 
republic ; and the said charge of treason having been read to the said James Stephens 
and the witnesses for the prosecution having been severally examined in his presence* 
and the said James Stephens having been first duly cautioned that lie was not obliged to 
say anything, but that whatever he did say might be given in evidence against him upon 
his trial, saith as follows : I feel bound to say, then, in view of my own reputation, that 
I have employed no attorney or lawyer in this case, and that I mean to employ none 
because, in making a plea or defence of any kind I shall be recognising British law in 
Ireland. Now, I deliberately and conscientiously repudiate the right of its existence in 
Ireland, and defy and despise any punishment it may inflict on me.

Copt Abstract of Indictment for Treason-Felony. 

Special Commission Court, Dublin, 1865. 

First Fount : — Indicted that he, Daniel Byrne, not regarding his allegiance, but wholly 
\vithdrawing same, &o., after the passing of an Act of Parliament, 1 1th year of the Queen, 
entitled “An Act for the better Security of the Crown and Government of the United 
Kingdom,” on the 1st of January 1863, and on divers other days before and after that day, 
feloniously and wickedly did compass to deprive and depose our Lady the Queen, from 
the style, honour, and Royal name of the Imperial Crown of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and the said felonious compassing and intention feloniously did express, 
utter, and declare by divers overt acts, hereinafter mentioned, viz, : 
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That he feloniously did conspire, with others mentioned in said indictment, to raise 
insurrection and rebellion against the Queen within this realm. 

And to subvert and destroy the constitution and government of this realm as by law 
established. 

And to move and stir foreigners, &c., and persons resident in America, with force to 
invade Ireland. 

And to establish an unlawful association, the members whereof should bind themselves 
by an oath to renounce allegiance to the Queen, to make Ireland an independent republic, 
to take up arms and fight at a moment’s warning, and to yield implicit obedience to the 
commands of his superiors. 

And to become and be members of a society, called the Fenian Brotherhood, having 
for its object the overthrow of Her Majesty’s power and authority in Ireland. 

And to establish an unlawful association, the members whereof should take and bind 
themselves by an oath, importing to bind the person taking same, to make Ireland an 
independent republic, &c. 

And to establish an unlawful association, the members whereof should bind themselves 
by a pledge, importing to bind the person taking the same, to renounce allegiance to our 
Lady the Queen, to make Ireland an independent republic, to take up arms and fight at 
a moment’s warning, and to yield implicit obedience to the commands of his superiors. 

And unlawfully to be trained and drilled, and to train and drill divers other persons to 
the use of aims, and to the practice of military movernents, in order to fight with the 
troops of the Queen, and to depose her from her power and authority in Ireland. 

And to procure and have large quantities of arms, guns, pistols, swords, pikes, &e., and 
ammunition ; to wit, gunpowder and leaden bullets, with intent therewith to arm themselves, 
in order to raise and levy insun’ection against the Queen within this realm. 

And did become, and was a member of an unlawful association, called and known as 
the Fenian Brotherhood, having for its avowed and declared object the establishment of a 
republic in Ireland, and the defeat and overthrow of the authority of the Queen in 
Ireland. 

And did become a member of an unlawful association, each of whom was required by 
the rules thereof to take an oath importing to bind the person taking the same to make 
Ireland an independent republic, &c. 

And well knowing that an association existed in America, called the Fenian Brother- 
hood, did, by divers writings and publications, endeavour to aid and assist said associa- 
tion, and to have it believed by the people of Ireland that an invasion would soon be 
made on Ireland by said association, with intent that said writings and publications should 
incite the people of Ireland to join said association, and to be ready to aid and assist in 
said invasion, and to enter into and continue in war and rebellion against the 
Queen. 

And having procured resolutions and proceedings of a society, called the Fenian 
Brotherhood in America, the object of which was to assist in an armed insurrection and 
rebellion against the Queen within this realm, and to levy war feloniously, did publish 
and make known same by means of a newspaper, called the “ Irish People,” with intent to 
encourage and assist the organisation of said society, and to further and aid the object 
and design thereof, with intent to stir up and induce the subjects of the Queen, and 
prepare them to rise in rebellion. 

And feloniously did conspire, with others mentioned in indictment, to incite and urge the 
subjects of Her Majesty in Ireland to join and become members of the Fenian Brother- 
hood, having for its object the overthrow and defeat of Her Majesty’s power in Ireland, 
and the establishment of a republic. 

And feloniously did enter into a conspiracy, and was a member of an association, called 
the Fenian Brotherhood ; and did maintain a treasonable correspondence in writing with 
members of said association in America and in Ireland, and did collect, receive, and dis- 
tribute sums of money, and make divers journeys, and did mutually aid and assist each 
the other, with the object and intent of 'advancing and effecting the object of said 
association. 

And did procure and circulate pamphlets treating on military affairs, and seek to 
establish training schools, and procure and circulate drill books, and did make and procure 
pikes and weapons, and distribute same through different places in Ireland, with the 
object and intent of preparing persons in Ireland to rise up and be in arms against Her 
Majesty, and deprive her of her power in Ireland. 

And did assist in the circulation of a newspaper, called the “Irish People,” well knowing 
that same contained articles and writings calculated to advance and aid the Fenian Bro- 
therhood, having for its object the overthrow of the Queen’s power in Ireland, with the 
object of creating and exciting, by means of said newspaper, discontent and disaffection 
in Ireland, and causing the Queen’s subjects to take up arms and rebel against Her 
Majesty. 

And well knowing that an association existed in Amei-ica, called the Fenian Brother- 
hood, the members of which openly avowed and declared the object of said association was 
the invasion of Ireland with an armed force, the overthrow of Her Majesty’s power, and 
the establishment of a republic in Ireland; and, to forward and aid the object of said 
association, feloniously did conspire, by writings and publications in the “Irish People,” 
and by reporting the advance and progress of the Fenian Brotherhood, with the intent 
and design of inducing Her Majesty’s subjects to aid said association in the invasion of 
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this 'country, the overthrow of Her Majesty’s power and autliority therein, and causing 
them to rise up in arms and rebel against Her Majesty. 

And feloniously did conspire, with others named in the indictment, to assist and receive 
subscriptions for a fair at Chicago, in America, the profits and gains to be derived from 
which fair were to be used for the purpose of promoting and assisting a society and organi- 
sation existing in Ireland, the object and intention of which was to establish an Irish 
republic, and to overthrow the authority and dominion in Ireland of the Queen. 

And he being night watchman at a certain prison wherein one James Stephens, aineiuber 
of an illegal association, called the Fenian Brotherhood, having for its object the over- 
throw of Her Majesty’s power and authority in Ireland, was confined as a prisoner, having 
been duly committed to said prison for treason, feloniously and wickedly did aid and assist 
Baid James Stephens in effecting his escape from said prison. 

And he feloniously^ did assist one James Stephens, who was duly (;ommitted to prison 
for treason, in effecting his escape from said prison, thereby intending to aid and assist 
said James Stephens in prosecuting and advancing the object and aim of a certain illegal 
association, called the Fenian Brotherhood, having for its object and aim the overthrow of 
Her Majesty’s power and authority in Ireland, of which said association he, James Stephens, 
was a member. 

And he feloniously did aid and assist one James Stephens, who was a prisoner in 
Richmond Bridewell, and had been duly committed to said prison for treason in effecting 
his escape from said prison. 

Second Counf.— For feloniously compassing to levy war against the Queen in Ireland, 
in order, by force and constraint to compel Her to change Her measures and counsels, and 
the said felonious compassing did feloniously express by divers overt acts hereinafter 
mentioned. 

(Same overt acts as in first Count set out in this Count.) 

Third Count. For feloniously compassing and intend to move and stir foreigners and 
strangers wittrforce to invade Ireland, and the said felonious compassing did feloniously 
express by divers overt acts hereinafter mentioned. 

(Same overt acts as in first Count set out in indictment.) 
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
